as much as it is intended and reſolved that fo2 Uefozmation of this living Nuſance , the ſaid Lawes and Dta- 
tutes ſhall bee hence-ſo:th ducly and ſtrictly executed within this City and Liberties thereof, and the penaltyes 
and puniſhments thereby appointed, impoſed and inflicted upon all Perſons offending againſt the lame: J doe 
thcrefoze give notice thercot , And in tue name of his Highnes the Loꝛd Protector, doe hereby require and Com⸗ 
mand all Conſtablcs and other Officers and Perſons whatſoever within this City and Liberties „ to bee dilt⸗ 
gent and watchfull about their duties herein: Fo2 better inkoꝛmation whereof and that none may ercuſe yimlſelte 
by pꝛetence of 1gno2ance, J have cauſed ſome bꝛanches of the laid Statutes of moſt. Common concernment to bee 
added hereunto, erpecting that accozdingip every Conſtable doe pzeſentiy appzchend ( and fo continue to doe du- 
ring his ſaid Ofitco ) all ſuch Rogues, Uagavonds and Sturdy beggers as ſhall bee found in his pariſh 02 pꝛe⸗ 
cinct, 02 ſhall bee bꝛought oꝛ ſent to him by any of his NetghVbo2s, and to ſend to Bꝛide well the place of Cozrection) 
fuch of them as live within tits City and L 1bertics , wits are there to bee received and dealt withall accozding 
to Law and ſuch as live not within the Livertics afozeſaid, to whipp and paile away to the place of their dwel- 
ting oꝛ laſt aboad. And that all other Perſons doc appꝛehend oꝛ cauſe to bee appꝛehended all ſuch as they ſhall 
lee 02 know to reſoꝛt to their Houſes to recet ve oꝛ begg any Almes, and carry oꝛ cauſe them to bee carried to the next 
Conſtable, And that in all other things they give that furtherance to this wozke as by the Law 1s required. 
And further J doc herebp require all and cvery the ſaid Conſtables, to the end their dwellings map bee the bet⸗ 
ter known and moꝛe readily lound, that they have their caves fer 92 ared at their ſtreete dooꝛes, plainly to bee feene 
by all paſſengers. And moꝛcover, that on the firſt Wedneldap in every moneth at koure of the Ciocke in the akter⸗ 
noone, thcy deliver 11 to the Co:poration fo2 the pooꝛe at ea vers Hall, a liſt ofthe names and ſirnames ot all ſuch 
Rogues and Beggers as ſhall by them retrecttvelp bee app2ehenved , whipped and palled away, with the time 
when and the place to which they are fen: As they will anſwergthscontrarp at their perills. Dated the Twenty

Vagabond, or Sturdy Begoer that ſhall bee taken begging, vagrant, wandeting, or miſordeting them- 
Þ ors » {hill bee ppfchen( ie by any Conſtable of the Parith where ſuch Perſon ſhall bee taken, and t ec ſtripped 
naked from the midale upwards ind hee openly whipped, till his or her body bee bloody and hell bee for.hwith icnt 
from Parichto Parith by the fad Officer, the next ſtreight way to the Parith where hee was b. rn, it the ſame may bee 
known by the parties conteſſion or otherwiν, , And it the ſame bee not known, hen to the Parith where hee or ſhee laſt dwelr, 
before the ſame puniſhine .r, by the ſpace of one whole yeare,o: if 1: bee not known where hee or thee was borne, or lait dWelt, 
then to the Pari to which hee or thee laſt paſſed without panith nent &c. 


If any Conſtable bee negligent and doe not his and ther beſt endeavours for the apprehenſion of ſuch Vagabond, 
Rogue, or Sturdy begger at d to cauſe every of them to bee puniſhed and Convaycd as atorelald , then the Conſtable in 
whom ſuch default ſhall bee, thall looſe and forfeit for every ſuch default Tenne ſhillings. 


35 E Cap.4 Allo if any Perſon doe diſturbe or let the execution of this Law, or make reſcuſſe againſt any Officer or Perſon authou- 
riſed for the due execution of the pꝛemiſſes, ſuch Perſon offending thall fortcite for every ſuch offence five pounds, and bee 
bound to the good behaviour. 


ec Every Perſon or Perſons ſhall apprehend or cauſe to bee apprehended, ſuch Rogues; Vagabonds and Sturdy beggers as 
hee or they ſhall ſee or know to reſort to their houſes ro begg, gather, or receive any Almes, and him or them thall carry ox 
cauſe to bec carried to the next Conſtable, upon paine to forfeit tor every default Tenne ith:llings. 


ec. And if ſuch Conſtable doe not cauſe the ſaid Rogues, Vagabonds and Sturdy beggers to bee puniſhed and Convayed as 
aforeſaid, ſuch Conſtable ſhall forfeit and looſe the ſumme of Twenty thillings for every default. 
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
